Nearly three weeks ago'two police 


officers of this city, while in thb pcr- 
jformance of their duty, entered the 
living quarters of two families to in- 
vestigate the cause of a child's plain- 


crying at the early hour of three 


o'clock. 
Their intrusion was unwel- 


comed and there was a personal dif- 
ficulty -which resulted In one of the 
men living in the rooms being clubb- 
ed about the head. 
The officers de- 


clared that they- had been abused and 
attacked and they Instituted proceed- 
ings against members of the house- 
hold alleged to have been active in 
preventing entry. 
The cases were 


dismissed in Police court with virt- 
ually no testimony heard and a day 
or more subsequently two of the men 
filed formal charges against one of 
the officers and at the same time in- 
sisted on giving publicity to what 
they termed "their side" Of the ar- 
gument. 
The_^ men maintained they 


had been attacked and their lives 
threatened by the officer in question 
and furthermore, that he had the 
appearance of being intoxicated. 
A 


date was set for the hearing of the 
warrant but when the police qom- 
irnssion was convened, the charges 
were formally withdrawn. The mat- 
ter should not be permitted to rest 
there. 
There is a sufficiently wide 


discrepancy in the statements made 
by the opposing factions to warrant 
enquiry whether the two men who 
complained against the officers de- 
sire It or not. If there "has been a 
reckless use of the club by the of- 
ficers, it should be- established by 
legal proof. If a police officer, obey- 
ing a human impulse to protect a 
child in distress has been maliciously 
maligned, held up to the community 
as a brute and a drunkard and a. 
blemish cast on his official conduct 
without'any foundation of fact that 
person should be dealt with. If the 
warrant sworn out in due process of 
law has been withdrawn upon an ad- 
mission that the allegation was false 
the legal remedy for perjury should 
be invoked and If no such admission 
has been made reasons established 
for the withdrawal of the warrant.

properly to take into account the 
swift polar ice drift.'' 


Naval experts on polar exploration 


believe that Peary actually reached 
the pole, altho they freely admit that 
his observations -were of little scien- 
tific value. They are convinced, how- 
ever, that when the naval expedition 
ccmipletes its work — probably next 
summer, the real, truth of what is 
hidden behind the ice barriers of the 
Arctic circle will --be revealed to all 


tho world, and that It will be possible 
to prove that Peary did reach tho 
pole.
